Item! 2 Samuel 8 : 1—12. 
Ware have a tendency to cause 
men to neglect their religious 
duties, and now after peace was 
restored it was very necessary 
that special attention be paid to 
tfaei r rel igtou s i n teres, a. Andaa 
the ark was an assurance of 
God's presence, David was anx- 
ious to have it established in 
Jerusalem, so again summoning 
all his torcee they set out for the 
house of Abinadab iu Gibeah. 
Instead of carrying it as God had 
commanded, they placed the ark 
on a cart and had it moved by 
means ot oxen. The Lord com- 
manded that it be carried by 
means of poles thrust through 
the rings on the sides. On 
the way, our lesson tells us 
that David and the house ot 
Israel played betore the Lord, 
and that when they came to the 
threshing floor of N action, Uzzah 
put forth his hand to stay the 
ark, and tor this act Qod so smote 
him that he died. Now 1 'z/.uh 
did not mean to injure the ark, 
hut rather to preserve it. Among 
so many people there was ot 
course much noise and this may 
have startled the oxen, so that 
the ark was violently jarred and 
Uxsah pat forth his hand to pro* 
tect it Irom falling. Which act 
teaches us a great truth, that we 
may err even in well doing. Had 
Uzzah been versed in the Scrip- 
tures he would have known the 
proper way to touch tho ark.
